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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 3-4-02 is in compliance 
and accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being considered by the 
examiner. 

Drawings 

The drawings were received on 4-4-02. These drawings are have been reviewed 
by the draftsperson and examiner. 

Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as " means " and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-2 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Dajer et al. 
US 6,094,585 (hereafter Dajer). 

As per claim 1, Dajer teaches a BTS for transmitting signals employing a CDMA 
technique (C4, L52-65) comprising: 

Means for combining a plurality of spread spectrum data signals (C3, L8-14 
teaches a BTS with multiple CDMA channels which inherently comprise multiple phone 
call signals); 

Means for measuring a characteristic of the output of said combining means for a 
given time period (figure 4, power detector, #440 and C3, L55-64); and 

Means for adaptively limiting an output of the combining means responsive at 
least to an output of said measuring means (C3, L65 to C4, L51 and C4, L66 to C5, 
L61). 

As per claim 2, Dajer teaches claim 1 further comprising means for modulating 
the output of said combining means to produce an RF signal, wherein said measuring 
means measures an output of the modulating means over the given time period (C3, 
L57-67 teaches measuring l+Q data overtime which is combined to produce the BTS 
RF signal). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 3 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Dajer. 

As per claim 3, Dajer teaches claim 2 further comprising an amplifier for 
amplifying the RF signal, (figure 4, shows RF section of BTS, #450 and amplifiers #460) 
but is silent on wherein said measuring means measures an output of the amplifier 
over the given time period. 

The examiner notes that the power detector in figure 4 is shown connected just 
prior to the CDMA radio section, #450. One skilled would also monitor the output of the 
amplifier with said detector to monitor power transmitted to/from mobile units. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
applicant's invention to modify Dajer, such that it measures the output of the amplifier, to 
provide means for monitoring the power transmitted/received at the BTS so that power 
adjustments can be made as necessary. 



Claims 4-13 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

These claims recite highly specific limitations not found in the prior art of record 
and are novel in the examiner's opinion.
